The arrests of Palermo and 
Thompson were ynade about eight) 
o'tlock in the morning while thira 
man, Caroli, was brought Into the 
police station at noon by Con 
stable Moore, The two former men 
were Occupants of the same room 
where Demase was murdered and ac- 
tually slept Tuesday in the room 
where the tragedy took place, The 
third Man was an occupant of the 
room adjoining theirs. 

Boarded There For Some Time, 

The three men have lived in this 
little shell of a boarding house be- 
hind the fruit store south of + ermil- 
jon avenue on the west side of First 
street for some time.
